INFORMED  sources  said  the 
United  States  was  seeking  agree- 
ment for  combined  SEATO  mili- 
tary action  in  Laos  if  the  Soviet 
Union  refused  to  accept  a cease 
fire  and  a negotiated  settlement. 


Kennedy  Awaits  Note, 
Kremlin  Help  To  Stop 
Commonist  Aggression 

WASHINGTON,  March  27  (UPI)— President  Kennedy 
awaited  a “high  noon”  message  from  Soviet  Premier  Nikita 
Khrushchev  today  which  was  preceded  by  encouraging  signs 
that  the  Kremlin  has  decided  to  help  end  the  threatening 
Laos  crisis. 

Even  before  Kennedy  received  the  note  through  Soviet 
Foreign  Minister  Andrei  Gromyko  at  noon  EST,  there  were 
these  developments; 

In  Moscow,  the  official  Communist  party  newspaper 
Pravda  ran  an  editorial  indicating  that  Russia  stood  ready  to 
accept  Britain’s  American-backed  plan  to  work  for  a cease- 
fire and  a peace  table  settlement  of  the  Laotian  fighting.  It 
said : “The  problem  of  Laos  can  and  must  be  solved  by  peace 
talks.” 


There  was  talk  of  contacting 
housing  officials  to  warn  occu- 
pants of  the  unlicensed  and  un- 
ethical salesmen.

PROFESSOR  Harold  J.  Bis- 
sell  and  associate  professors  Lehi 
F.  Hintze  and  J.  Keith  Rigby  of 
the  Geology  Dept,  plan  to  de- 
part Monday  for  California. 
They  expect  to  be  gone  four 
days. 

The  Geological  Society  of 
America  sponsors  annual  meet- 
ings in  order  that  geologists 
may  have  the  opportunity  to  ex- 
change ideas  and  research  data. 

E.ACH  OF  the  BYU  trio  has 
been  asked  to  present  papers.  Dr. 
Bissell’s  paper  concerns  micro- 
fossils  in  the  Great  Basin  area. 
Dr.  Hintze’s  paper  is  about  a 
geological  map  of  western  Utah, 
and  Dr.  Rigby’s  presentation  will 
be  on  the  subject  of  early 
sponges. 


THE  BRITISH  plan  called  for 
a cease  fire  in  Laos  followed  by 
reconvening  of  the  three-power 
Control  Commission  on  Laos  and 
3 14-nation  round  table  con- 
ference, including  Communist 
China. 

In  Bangkok,  U.  S.  Assistant 
Secretary  of  State  for  Public 
Affairs  Roger  Tubby  informed 
the  opening  session  of  the  for- 
eign ministers  of  the  Southeast 
Asia  Treaty  Organization 
(SEATO)  of  reports  that  the  So- 
viet Union  was  accepting  the 
free  world  cease-fire  demands. 

KENNEDY  headed  into  his 
White  House  meeting  with  Gro- 
myko backed  by  new  pledges  of 
allied  unity  obtained  over  the 
weekend.  These  made  it  plain 
the  free  world  would  insist  Rus- 
sia stop  fueling  the  fires  that 
threaten  an  independent,  neu- 
tral Laos. 

Pravda  said  that  if  the  United 
States  and  its  SEATO  allies  re- 
ally want  peace  “they  will  not 
take  any  steps  which  might  lead 
to  the  further  complication  in 
Southeast  Asia  and  not  only  in 
that  area.” 

PRAVDA  LAID  the  blame  for 
the  Laos  crisis  on  what  it  said 
was  intervention,  interference 
by  “Chiang  Kai-Shek  gangs” 
and  SEATO  which  “never  had 
any  liking  for  a neutral  Laos.” 

It  said  conditions  for  a neutral 
Laos  were: 

— THAILAND  must  not  be  a 
“clearing  house”  for  supplies  for 
pro-western  forces. 

— U.  S.  military  advisors  must 
leave  Laos. 

— THE  UNITED  States  must 
join  a round  table  conference  to 
help  restore  peace  to  Laos  “on 
a basis  which  might  be  accept- 
able to  the  lawful  government, 
the  national-partiotic  forces  and 
the  other  Laotian  political  for- 
ces.”

Former  Aide  To  Nixon 
Tells  Campaign  Beliefs

A man  who  served  as  an  aide 
to  vice  president  Richard  M. 
Nixon  and  who  ran  on  the  Re- 
publican ticked  for  Utah’s  Con- 
gressional representative  had 
many  comments  on  political  life 
Friday. 

He  was  Rulon  Garfield,  who 
spoke  to  political  science  and 
history  classes. 

DURING  THE  Eisenhower  ad- 
ministration, Garfield  worked  as 
an  aide  to  vice  president  Rich- 
ard Nixon  and  Rep.  Henry  Al- 
dous  Dixon,  whose  office  he  was 
seeking  last  November. 

He  said  that  there  was  two 
general  convictions  which  he  was 
concerned  with  when  he  decided 
to  run  for  office.  The  first  was 
the  general  attitude  that  “some- 
one besides  you  is  responsible 
for  you.”  The  second  was  his 
conviction  about  the  magnitude 
of  Richard  Nixon  as  a man. 

GARFIELD  explained  that  he 


I had  become  concerned  about  the 
distrust  that  some  of  the  public 
had  for  the  vice  president.  He 
said  that  Nixon  had  one  fault 
which  possibly  cost  him  the 
presidency.  He  explained  that 
“he  was  hard  to  get  close  to.” 

He  attributed  this  to  the  for- 
mer vice  president’s  sensitivity 
which  caused  him  to  be  reserved 
and  to  seem  shy. 

HOWEVER,  HE  SAID  that 
Nixon  had  a tremendous  mind 
and  he  explained  that  he  was 
particularly  impressed  with  his 
objectivity  in  handling  problems. 
During  his  campaign.  Garfield 
said  that  he  tried  to  give  the 
people  a true  image  of  Mr.  Nix- 
on. 

He  expressed  hope  that  Nixon 
would  not  run  for  President  in 
1964.  He  said  he  thought  John 
F.  Kennedy  would  be  re-elected 
and  he  didn’t  want  to  see  “Nix- 
on classified  with  William  Jen- 
nings Bryan  and  Adlai  Steven- 
son.”
